Dr. Andrews To Head 


New Nuclear Center 


Dr. Warren M. Andrews ’54 of Mont- 
gomery will direct Auburn’s new nu- 
clear science program to be developed 
in conjunction with the proposed Nu- 
clear Science Center. On Oct. 10 Presi- 
dent Ralph B. Draughon appointed Dr. 
Andrews as Special Assistant to the 
President of Auburn University for the 
Nuclear Science Center. 


Auburn has been developing plans 
for a nuclear science center for several 
years. Funds to build it are among the 
three major objectives of the Develop-— 
ment Fund Campaign currently in pro- 
gress, : 

As head of the Nuclear Science Pro- 
gram, Dr. Andrews will be responsible 
to Dr. Draughon for the planning, de- 
velopment, and operation of the center. 
He has already begun to assume his du- 
ties although he will not be on the Au- 
burn campus full-time until next spring, 
after he has completed a six-month tour 
of duty in the Army as an officer in 
the Corps of Engineers. 

The specific duties of Dr. Andrews’ 
office are listed by President Draughon 
as follow: 

1. Leadership of the Nuclear Science 
Committee. 

2. Inter-departmental relations. 

3. Recruiting and supervision of per- 
sonnel. ; 

4. Supervision of the physical facili- 
ties of. the center. 

5. Scheduling research and other use 
of the reactor. 

6. Teaching duties and direction of 
research in reactor physics.

In a general appraisal attached to its 
official accreditation announcement the 
Engineering Council said, “It is essen- 
tial that the dynamic status of engi- 
neering education be recognized con- 
Stantly at any institution that desires 
to maintain quality curricula.” Thus 
ECPD underscores a philosophy that 
leads. it-to make scheduled re-inspec- 
tions of accredited departments within 
five years of initial accreditation. re- 
accreditation, or continuation of accre- 
ditation, ote, ee 

ECPD’s general appraisal of Auburn 
is contained in the following two para- 
graphs of its. report: 


“The overall progress in engineering 
at Auburn since the last inspection is 
of substantial significance and repre- 
Sents a very- promising trend for the 
future, It is essential that the dynamic 
Status of engineeding education be rec- 
ognized constantly at any institution 
that desires to maintain quality curri- 
cula. The direction of the engineering 
school is well oriented at present and if 
current trends continue, deficiencies of 
the past can be fully corrected. 


“Continued strong support by the 
central University administration is an 
essential need. The opportunity for 
service by the engineering school to the 
State of Alabama is great, but this ser- 
vice can be accomplished only if the 
role of the engineering schoo] in the 
University receives commensurate em- 
phasis.”

Our Accreditation Is Not Forever

Re-accreditation provides an occasion for rejoicing, the respon- 
sibility for paying tribute, and the necessity for sober reflection. First, 
let us rejoice. Any Auburn alumnus that does not feel a deep sense of 


tation. And in listing those of the fac- 
ulty that deserve credit, we must not 
omit the faculty of supporting depart- 
ments, many of whom devoted long 
hours beyond the call of duty to streng- 
then basic science and humanistic cour- 
ses for engineering students. 

Finally, let us reflect soberly that ac- 
creditation is not forever. In its report 
on Auburn Engineering, ECPD stressed 
the dynamic nature of engineering edu- 
cation. To place such emphasis is not a 
matter of form for ECPD, Within five 
years its accrediting teams will have 
returned for another inspection of every 
engineering department on campus. For 
them it will not be enough if we have 
merely stood where they found us last 
spring. education must 
move forward with the rapid develop-

ments of. science and technology—and 
at the same time it must remember the 
lessons of history; and the engineering 
student, to be a first class citizen, must 
know his democratic heritage and the 
language and literature of his country 
weil. 

Actually, we will not have to concern 
ourselves very much with the return 
of inspection teams if we give our ful- 
lest support to President Draughon and 
Dean Pumphrey in achieving the goal 
that they have set. Dr. Draughon called 
Dean Pumphrey to Auburn not only to 
guide the Engineering School through 
the struggle for re-accreditation but al- 
so to prepare Auburn to meet fully the 
“Engineering Challenge of the 1970's.” 
Dean Pumphrey has spoken more often 
of making Auburn’s one of the out- 
Standing Engineering Schools in the 
country than he has of regaining ac- 
creditation. 

A university has only to meet the 
minimum requirements for sound in-

Behind The Headlines— 


: Long Deplores Language Barrier 


John L. Long 52 has worked in Venezuela since his graduation 
from Auburn (see story on page 7) and has traveled in Europe and to 
several islands in the Atlantic. Currently back in Alabama on vacation, 


he dropped. by the alumni offices for 
a chat and news of the campus. We 
found John’s observations on the prob- 
lems of international relations parti- 
cularly interesting. 

Speaking of the importance of estab- 
lishing friendlier relationships with 
other peoples on a person-to-person 
basis, John listed the “language bar- 
rier” as a major obstacle to overcome. 
He is a strong advocate of teaching 
foreign languages from grammar school 
onward, believing that with increasing 
inter-continental travel Americans 
should become not merely bilingual 
but multi-lingual, 

John’s testimony agrees with a posi- 
tion that The Alumnews has already 
taken. His first-hand experience not 
only supports our view but enables us 
to state it again and to ask when those 
of us interested in education are going 
to really do something about filling 
this need? 
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Idealism & Practicality — The func- 
tion of the Agricultural Extension Ser- 
vice is one of the most obviously prac- 
tical responsibilities with which a land 
grant institution is charged. Education 
in the application of science to the 
day-to-day problems of farms and 
farm-related industries is the chief 
duty of extension workers. In The 
Alumnews we are prone to emphasize 
Extension accomplishments and goals 
in concrete dollars and cents terms, In 
our story on Alabama cotton and the 
Auburn Agricultural Extension Service 
(See page 5) we maintain that em- 
phasis; it is a justifiable one. 

However, we need to note that for 
all of its practicality the Auburn Agri- 
cultural Extension Service is not bereft 
of idealism either in philosophy or ac- 
tual practice. It is dedicated to improv- 
ing the economy of the individual 
farmer and of the whole state, but it 
also visualizes and works for a better 
way of life beyond the material gains. 
It is further dedicated to the principle 
of cooperation among all the people, 
various agencies, and industries of the 
state. Technically, the name of the 
Extension service is Cooperative Agri- 
culture Extension Service, but coopera- 
tion is not a technicality with Director 
E. T. York and his extension workers— 
it is both a principle of operation and 
an integral part of their ideal. 
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Thanks, Bill and Jack—tast month 
The Alumnews was a better paper be- 
cause two alumni thoughtfully served 
as first class volunteer reporters: From 
Bill Hutto ’56_in Atlanta came an ex- 
cellent photo and cutline story on Jul- 
ian Mock ’51, Georgia AAA Baseball 
coach of the year. From Decatur Jack 
Smith ’56 sent a good picture of Bill 
Lovin ’55 handing the Morgan-Lime- 
stone Auburn Club gavel to Judge R. L.

struction to gain accreditation, In the 
opinion of Dean Pumphrey and his en- 
gineering associates that is not enough 
for the Auburn School of Engineering. 
President Draughon not only concurs 
but extends the concept to apply to ev- 
ery department, school, and division of 
the institution. Such, too, we believe, is 
the philosophy of the Auburn Board of 
Trustees and is, we know, the guiding 
principle behind the Development pro- 
gram and the motivating force for such 
men as Alvin A. Biggio ’26, and hun- 
dreds of other Development volunteers.

However, we feel obligated to ute 
ter a word of caution. Some educators 
across the nation have looked at such 
possibilities and optimistically predicted 
that in television lies the answer to the 
challenge of mushrooming enrollments. 

There is no evidence for such sweep< 
ing conclusion. Along with the possible 
advantages listed in our story and ape 
parently evident thus far in Auburn’s 


experiment with televised instruction 
are some equally obvious disadvantages.

Colonel Dill Upheld 
A Noble Tradition 
As Yankees Advanced 


(Reprinted from the Auburn Library 
Information Bulletin.) 


In a profession with a noble tradi- 
tion of circumventing fire, flood. and 
pestiience, the Memphis Appeal! stands 
near the top for devotion to the cause 
of getting out the news. Started by Mc- 
Clanahan, Trousdale, and Dill. before 


th nset of hostilities between the 
North and the South, the paper became 
noted for its espousal of the Southern 
cause. The odyssey of this press follow- 
ed, as it were, the fortunes of war 
through Tennessee, Mississippi, Ala- 
bama, and Georgia. 

R. A. Halley in his article entitled 
“A Rebel Newspaper’s War Story,” 
American Historical Magazine, April, 
1903, gives a picture of the Struggle 
fought by this press to maintain publi- 
cation and, incidentally, its dignity 
through an era of widespread disloca- 
ti He says: “With an enterprise and 
pluck that met obstacles only to over- 
co! them, its proprietors moved their 
types, presses, engines and boilers from 
pla to place, and whether staying for 
@ month or for a year were prompt. in 
issuing a daily paper that was edited 
with skill and ability and was one of 


t sreatest of the useful agencies in 
the life of the Confederacy. . . . It was 
@ tower of strength to the Southern peo- 
ple and was indissolubly linked with 
their long struggle.” 

On Friday, June 6, 1862, while peo- 
ple watched the battle between the 
Confederate and Union Navies from the 
bluffs along the Memphis shore, the 
Memphis Appeal, its press, two new 
“dresses” of type, and its working force 
ceparted for the town of Grenada, Mis- 
Sissippi. By the following Monday the 
paper was being issued under the Gre- 
nada date line, and the first issue gave 
a detailed account of the destruction of 
the Confederates at Memphis and the 
fall of the city.

Grenada and supply lines gave out, the 
paper found itself using ordinary black- 
ing for ink and faced with an ever-in- 
creasing price for paper stocks. Having

They formulated 
their purpose, dug up enough money. to 
rent a post office box, and went into 
business, 


To a journalist hardened in the trials 
of publication experience the obstacles 
before the Critique Association seemed 
insurmountable. It not only had to sell 
enough subscriptions and advertising to 
a then. non-existent magazine to pub- 
lish the first issue, but also to convince 
University administrators and the Au- 
burn Student Government Association 
of the validity of its purpose and the 
sincerity of its intent. 


The Critique Association met its ob- 
stacles all at once and overcame them 
one by one. The skeptical, experienced 
journalist may not be silenced, but there 
is no denying that after the first issue of 
The Critique, the Critique Association 
is still in the black. 


Perhaps. of. more interest to Auburn 
Alumni is the fact that the first issue of 
The Auburn Critique provides fascinat- 
ing adult reading. Magazine “contents” 
pages are sometimes misleading, but the 
titles listed under “Contents” in The 
Critique give, I think, a rather accurate 
idea of the quality and variety of arti- 
cles, essays, short stories, and poems 
contained therein. 


For those concerned with the presi- 
dential race and politics in general there 
are “Political Issues—1960,” “Confiden- 
tial. Correspondence,” “Why Vote La- 
bels,” “BB Shots,” and “Optimism and 
Nixon.” The Critique follows no party 
line in its political comments. In fact 
some of its writers are not highly im- 
pressed by the sentimental and emo- 
tional orgies that many of us engage in 
every four years, and they show their 
distaste through some rather effective 
political satire. 


One of my favorite pieces in the first 
Critique is “The Pig’s Protest,” a won- 
derful bit of social satire. Under the 
general classification are. “The Chang- 


ing Pool Hall” and the poem “All About 
Father.” 


“Auburn University on the Analyst’s 
Couch” is a well done piece on the Uni- 
versity’s forthcoming self-study, 


Add to these titles mentioned “Jen- 
nings on Sound”. for music lovers; 
“Filmed Ballet,” a review of S. Hurok’s 
“Ballet of Romeo and Juliet’: a delight- 
ful essay on “The Gentle Art”: “Noon- 
day at Fort Clinch”; an excellent short 
story “The Reason Why”: and four edi- 
torials and you have the contents page 
of the first issue. 


Two lines from the lead editorial 
merit repeating here. Editor Gene Ste- 
ber, in asking students to contribute to 
the magazine, says, “Our scope is wide, 
our interests unlimited. If it is worth 
Saying and is said well, we can use it.” 

The Auburn Critique as it first ap- 
pears is not without fault, but the mis- 
takes that it makes are not serious. They 
are more than compensated for by the 
magazine’s freshness and by the high 
seriousness of its creators. Most of the 
mistakes result from a lack of exper- 
ience and there is every indication that 
they will be corrected quickly, 

In making this brief critique of The 
Critique, I am paying it the deserved 
compliment of considering it as a lite- 
rary magazine, not just an immature 
student publication, If here and there it 
contains an immature touch, it has many 
more not only mature but excellently 
wrought. Among the outstanding mani- 
festations of craftsmanship are several 
ads that are done with original art 
work—The staff hopes, in the future, 
to have all ads so done by its mem- 
bers.

questions on previous days lecture before Prof. Frisby comes 
on the screen. Then students listen intently to their three 
inanimate “professors” for the next 30 minutes. 


Television Comes To The Classroom 


Auburn’s first on-campus instruction by television began with the 
opening of the current quarter when Prof. Carl Frisby made his debut in 


the ETV studios with Introduction to Business. Prof. Frisby is teaching 


the course on an experimental basis to 
determine how television facilities may 
serve to make more effective use of the 
most capable faculty members. 

Under the Auburn plan being used 
in Introduction to Business, 102 stu- 
dents meet in Dunstan Hall-at 8 a.m. 
on regular class days. Stanley Dudko, 
a graduate assistant in business admin- 
istration, meets with them to call the 
roll and answer questions about the 
last previous television lecture by Prof. 
Frisby. 

The discussion period lasts until 8:30, 
when three television sets are switched 
on and Prof. Frisby begins his lecture 
from the Educational Television Stu- 
dios. Observers of the course report 
that attention during the television lec- 
ture “is beyond reproach.” 

Prof. Frisby takes advantage of TV 
facilities by making frequent use of 
visual aids. Among his studio para- 
phernalia are flip cards, photographs, 
and a roll board for drawing diagrams. 
With the use of these aids he is able 
to offer the students more illustrative 
examples than is possible in a direct 
lecture. 

Results from the first pop quiz in the 
course are encouraging, Twenty of the 
102 students had perfect papers and 
only 10 failed the quiz. Grades usually 
run much lower in introductory cour- 
ses. 

Final evaluation of this venture in 
television teaching will not, however, 
rest upon general comparisons. Prof. 
Frisby is also teaching the same course 
under conventional classroom condi- 


tions and procedures to a class of 35 


students. This class will serve as a 


control group for comparison and ana- 
lysis for Dr, Harold Kiontz, professor 
of econmics and business administra- 
tion, who will evaluate the television 
experiment. 


If the experiment proves effective, 
several advantages appear to be ob- 
vious. First, using television and one 
graduate assistant, Prof. Frisby is 
teaching at one lecture period approxi- 
mately as many students as he could 
teach during three regular lecture per- 
iods in the classroom. Second, as pre- 
viously noted, under television studio 
conditions visual aids can be- used more 
abundantly and more effectively. 


Responsibility — Education Needed

At the time when U2 pilot Francis Powers stood so prominently 
before the eyes of the world, Ralph McGill suggested that the conscience 
of America was stricken by the occasion. Here was a man, hired to 


enact his duty and pleased with his 
pay, a man who had no idea of the 
implications of his work, who admit- 
tedly “never paid any attention to 
policies in America,” and who had 
never cast a vote in his 31 years of life 
in a democracy. 

What bothered America, McGill not- 
ed, was the hint that Powers typified 
much of its present day citizenry. Pow- 
ers reflected the deficiencies of the 
education his country had furnished 
him. He underlined quite dramatically 
the fallacies of the great American at- 
titude that the dollar can do the un- 
limited. The young man was indeed, a 
picture of our Mr. Average, said Mc- 
Gill, “. . . immature, vague, uninform- 
ed, unable to rationalize self with 
events; wanting desperately all the

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comforts of life with none of the re- 
sponsibilities.” 

As students, the irresponsible Amer- 
ica that Mr. Powers mirrors ought to 
concern us. Whether we are serious 
about education or not, the harsh fact 
is with us that we comprise a very 
critical part of this citizenry. It takes a 
mere glance about us to prove that we 
really have no choice but to be serious 
in our academic pursuits. We have no 
choice but to measure up to the re- 
sponsibilities implied by education in 
a democracy. 

Responsibility really cannot be 
taught, I suppose. It is not a discipline 
in the same sense as history or engi- 
neering. It is not an actual classroom 
subject. But it seems to me that re- 
sponsibility as a complement to our 
system belongs so inextricably in the 
definitions of both education and de- 
mocracy that among its essentially pro- 
per places are the classroom and the 
campus. And I wonder if it is to be 
found in those places. 


I wonder if responsibility is in the 
classroom when I see cheating. I won- 
der again when I see the get-by atti- 
tude demonstrated, the sub-standard 
performance tolerated, and when I see 
coneern for the grade at the expense of 
the knowledge. I wonder if the idea of 
responsibility ever occurred to some 
students when I see scholarship scoffed 
at and academic achievement drawing 
contemptuous stares .. . 


Until we as students are willing to de- 
mand and participate in the process of 
nurturing responsibility in education, 
we are going to watch our culture shri- 
vel. Democracy depends upon indivi- 
duals and the extent to which they 
are responsibly active and informed. 
We might well be at once the agents 
and the victims of our follies, 


Until we realize that education for 
responsibility for democracy implies a 
sense of serious duty and urgency, then 
we are going to produce another gene- 


ration of tragic men like Francis Pow- 
ers. 


Dr. Andrews To Head 
New Nuclear Center

7. Solicitation of grants and gifts for 
the center, 

Commenting upon the plan to raise 
funds for the Center through the Au- 
burn Development Program, Dr. An- 
drews said, “This manner of establish- 
ment is somewhat unique. It is a desir- 
able method, however. Under it research 
facilities will be available for work not 
only in physics, chemistry, and engi- 
neering, but also in agriculture, phar- 
macy, and veterinary medicine, Au- 
burn has a real opportunity with this 
center to be of great service to Ala- 
bama and to the South.” 

Dr. Andrews graduated from Auburn 
in 1954 in engineering physics. Then 
he went to Vanderbilt University, where 
he held a research and teaching assist- 
antship in physics and from which he 
received his M.S. in physics in 1955. 
Upon leaving Vanderbilt, he attended 
the University of California at Berke- 
ley, where he received an M.S. in nu- 
clear engineering in 1957 and a Ph.D. 
in nuclear engineering this year. 

In addition to his formal education, 
Dr. Andrews has gained a great deal of 
practical experience in the field of nu- 
clear science. His first work after grad- 
uating from Auburn was in the stable 
isotopes division of Oak Ridge National 
Laboratories. 

From 1957-60 he was employed as a 
nuclear engineer in the Military Pro- 
jects Division of Aerojet General Nu- 
cleonics at San Ramon, Calif. There he 
worked on the army gas-cooled reactor 
program, 

Dr. Andrews wrote his doctoral dis- 
sertation on neutron diffusion proper- 
ties in reactor moderator materials. 
While doing the basic research upon 
which the dissertation is based, he was 
employed at Lawrence Radiation Labo- 
ratory in Livermore, Calif. 


From An Auburn Family 


The new presidential assistant comes 
from a family that has been intimately 
associated with Auburn. His father, J. 
Warren Andrews, of Montgomery, is a 
member of the Auburn Class of 1916. 
His great-great-grandfather John B. 
Glenn founded the East Alabama Male 
College that has since grown into Au- 
burn University. Two other relatives, 
Tom Glenn and Miss Allie Glenn, both 
served Auburn as treasurer, each one 
holding that position for many years. 

Dr. Andrews is currently a member 
of the American Nuclear Society, Sigma 
Xi Research Society, and Tau Beta Pi, 
honorary engineering society.

Millions To Alabama’s 1960 Income 


q On Dee. 9, 1959, the Auburn Agricultural Extension Service placed 
before the Cotton Conference being held here a program to increase 
Alabama’s income from cotton. Extension Director E. T. York, Jr., de- 


fined the objectives of the program 
thus: (1) To get the maximum number 
of acres planted to cotton. (2) To make 
the highest possible returns from each 
acre planted. . 

Results in 1960 indicate that the pro- 
@ram was well conceived and well exe- 
cuted. This year Alabama had the 
. Sreatest. increase of “A-Plan” (maxi- 
mum federal support) cotton acreage of 
any staie in the nation. Despite unfav- 

_ orable weather conditions from time of 
planting to this point’ more than half- 

_ way through harvest, Alabama is pro- 
ducing this year the second highest per 
acre yield on record. 

Experts predict an average of. 450 
pounds lint per acre this year: only in 
1955, when weather was almost per- 
fect for cotton production, has this mark 
been exceeded. 

The USDA Crop Reporting Ser- 
vice’s Oct. 1 report on cotton pro- 
duction in this area indicates the 

measure of the Extension-initiated 
program’s success. According to the 
report, Mississippi’s total cotton

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production for 1960 is 1.1 percent 
higher than last year; Georgia’s 
production is down 1.2 percent; . 
Tennessee production is down 10 
percent; Alabama production is up 
7.2 percent. 


The end result of this successful pro- 
gram is an increase of millions of dol- 
lars in Alabama’s farm income for 1960 


and the promise of additional millions. 


in the years ahead. Perhaps even more 
important for the economy of Alabama 
is the fact that the cotton program es- 
tablishes the pattern for further plan- 
ning and cooperation for all segments 
of the state’s agricultural industry and 
related businesses. 


In the cotton program the Auburn 
Extension Service acted as a leader and 
coordinator in an effort that involved 
not only all of the interested agricul- 
tural and industrial agencies but also 
banks, civic organizations, press, radio, 
television and others. 

The Extension-initiated program ac- 
tually began with the ealling of the 
Cotton Conference. At the conference 
leaders of Alabama, agriculture, indus- 
try, and commerce teok a long look at 
the hard fact that Alabama was rapidly 
going out of the business of cotton pro- 
duction. Many farmers were failing to 
plant part or all of the cotton acreage 
alloted them under federal] acreage con- 
trol regulations, resulting in reductions 
in individual allotments and, thus, in 
the total allotment for. the state. 


By the time of the conference, Ala- 
bama had for the first time an effective 
means of halting the annual attrition 
of permissable cotton acreage. In 1959 
Congress passed legislation permitting 
the re-assignment within a state of re- 
leased allotments. 

The problem before the Cotton Con- 
ference was to see that every acre that 
some farmer did not intend to plant 
was released to one who would plant 
it. From the time of the conference on, 
the Extension Service and cooperating 
agencies throughout the state launched 
an all-out public information program 
to secure maximum release of acreage 
that would not otherwise be planted. 


With everyone interested cooperating, 
135,000 acres were released and re- 
assigned. This total re-assigned acreage 
very closely approximates the portion 
of Alabama’s 1959 allotment that went 
unplanted. 


Also placed before the Cotton Con- 
ference was information revealing ‘that 
the per-acre yield of the state can be 
increased from 50 to 75 percent, Evi- 
dence for this potential increase came 
from the research work of the Auburn 
Agricultural Experiment Station and 
from production records of Alabama’s 
best cotton farmers, 

To help insure use of the most effec- 
tive production and harvesting techni- 
ques, Extension specialists and county 
Extension workers held a_ series of 
workshops to plan programs that were 
implemented at the county level. The 
results are, of course, reflected in the 
unusual per-acre yield in an unusually 
unfavorable year. 

Commenting upon the success of the 
program, Extension Director York had 
high praise for all cooperating groups 
and for county Extension workers. He 
re-stated his belief that cooperation is 
the key to agricultural and total eco- 
nomical growth for Alabama, and he 
emphasized that a major share of credit 
for any successful Extension program 
must go to county Extension workers. 
“The county workers find and analyze 
the problems and come to the specialists 
for the latest applicable information. 
Together the specialist and agents work 
out tentative programs and the agents 
go back to adapt and implement the 
plans at the local level. Without dedi- 
cated, effective work in the last step 
all prior study and planning would add 
up to nothing.” 
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The Story Behind Re-Accreditation : : 


Re-accreditation of Auburn's Electri- 
cal and Mechanical Engineering De- 
partments and the accreditation of Aero- 
nautical Engineering are the results of 
hard work and cooperation. Upon the 
loss of accreditation in December. 1957, 
President Ralph B. Draughon called up- 
on the Auburn Alumni Association to 
launch an Emergency Fund Drive to 
raise $250,000. 


With Dr. Roy B. Sewell °22 as chair- 
man and Dr. Frank Samford ’14 as vice- 
chairmen of the Emergency Fund Cam- 
paign, alumni, corporations, and friends 
of Auburn contributed $500,000 in mon- 
ey and equipment. The Emergency Fund 
enabled Auburn to carry out the recom- 
mendations of a three-man Board of 
Consultants appointed by Dr. Draughon 
immediately after the loss of accredita- 
tion. 

One member of the Board of Consul- 
tants was Fred H. Pumphrey, at that 
time professor of électrical engineering 
at the University of Florida. Later, at 
the request of President Draughon, Pro- 
fessor Pumphrey returned to the Auburn 
campus as Dean of Engineering to guide 
Auburn through the struggle for re- 
accreditation and to establish a pro- 
gram that would enable Auburn to 
meet the engineering challenge of the 
1970’s. 


Taking office on March 17, 1958, Dean 
Pumphrey began to implement the 
recommendations. of the Board of Con- 
sultants, which were as follow: 

(1) A reorganization of the School of 
Engineering with more stringent re- 
quirements and less credit for advanced 
ROTC. 

(2) More engineering research. 

(3) An increase in the teaching staff 
and a reduction in its teaching load. 

(4) Increases in salaries and wages. 

(5) Additional equipment and space. 

Dean Pumphrey and his associates 
and the University Administration 
moved quickly to re-organize the School 
of Engineering. A Separate division, 
apart from the school, was established 
for entering freshmen. Now called Pre- 
Engineering, this division with Dr. How- 
ard Strong as head enrolls potential en- 
gineering students. 

In the pre-engineering program the

Vol tailback Billy Majors picked off 
a Bobby Hunt pass in the second quar- 
ter and returned it 46 yards to the 
Tiger 21. Two plays later, fullback 
Bunny Orr went 14 yards for the 
game’s only TD. 

Auburn bounced back to score in th 
third quarter. All-America tackle Ken 
Rice recovered a Vol fumble’ on the 
enemy 14 and when the drive again 
stalled inside the 10, veteran fullback

25-yard field goal. 

Tennessee’s Cotton Letner matched 
this in the third quarter and the Tigers 
last threat, a drive to the Vol eight, 
died in the final five minutes of the 
game. 

Auburn ran up 246 yards rushing to 
Tennessee's 112. The Tigers ran 74 
plays from scrimmage to Tennessee’s 
26. But the youthful Tigers, with Dyas 
out due to his injured knee, couldn't 
take advantage of chances.

Extension Seeks A $450,000,000 


Boost In Alabama Farm Income 


After undergoing a thorough self-study, Auburn’s Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service has embarked upon an ambitious program for the years 
immediately ahead. One of its chief objectives is to develop an edu- 


cational program that will enable Ala- 
bama to raise its farm income to one 
billion dollars during the current de- 
cade. 

The stakes are high in this program. 
Alabama farm income in 1959 was 
$550 million. To almost double that fi- 
gure will be to make agricultural pro- 
gress one of the major Alabama news- 
stories of this decade, Achievement of 
Extension’s objective not only means 
adding $450 million directly to state 
farm income but also generating an ap- 
proximate $2 billion increase in agri- 
culturally related business (Farm eco- 
nomists in neighboring Georgia have 
established that each dollar of farm in- 
come generates about four dollars in 
related business). 


This Extension Service goal rests not 
upon wishfui thinking but upon a real- 
istic appraisal of available resources 
and the potential revealed by the dis- 
coveries of the Auburn Agricultural 
Experiment Station’s research and the 
results now being secured by Ala- 
bama’s best farmers. It is not a goal 
that the Extension Service expects to 
achieve singlé-handedly. 


Extension leaders are committed to 
a plan of education, leadership, and co- 
operation. As previously reported in 
The Alumnews Dr. York and his as- 
sociates are already enlisting the co- 
operative support of all other interested 
agencies and industrial, commercial, 
civic, and labor organizations as well 
as organized agricultural groups. 


Furthermore, the Extension Self- 
Study has revealed that for the Exten- 
sion to play its necessary role in the 
program visualized it must strengthen 
its own staff. The Self-Study shows an 
essential weakness in the ratio of spec- 
ialists to county workers. Auburn Ex- 
tension has a ratio of 1.2 specialists to 
10 county workers—the lowest in the 
U..S.; the national average is 2.4 spec- 
jalists to 10 county workers. 


With the present complexity of ag- 
ricultural science and marketing and 
the rapid changes of technology, Ex- 
tension specialists are indispensable 
aids to the county agent. Each specialist 
is responsible for digesting the volum- 
inous reports of developments in re- 
search and technology in his area of 
specialization and for reducing them to 
easily accessible “finger-tip informa- 
tion” for the county agent. 


The county agent is, of course, the 
key man to the success of any Exten-

sion program. Alabama county agents 
must have the greatest possible assis- 
tance from specialists to meet the 
multi-million dollar challenge before 
them. 


The Extension Service has already 
taken the initial steps in enlisting 
state-wide cooperation to achieve its 
ambitious goal and it has begun 
strengthening its own staff for the task 
ahead. The state-wide cooperative ef- 
fort began last fall with an all-out 
effort to increase state income from 
cotton production; the first chapter of 
that success story is told on page 6 
of this issue. 


Director York and his associates have 
recruited several of the many special- 
ists needed. With limited funds for the 
purpose they have made an auspicious 
beginning that augurs well for the fu- 
ture.

The Auburn Union, now entering its 
sixth year of service to the Auburn Uni- 
versity Student Body, represents an in- 
vestment of more than one million dol- 


‘Jars, but it is far more than an expen- 


sive loitering place for students between 
classes. Over 88,000 people each month 
enter its doors and use it facilities. 


Today the Union Building operates 
on a-budget in excess of $60,000 per an- 
num, serving more than 8,500 students 
and 1,500 faculty and staff. Located 
within the building are the War Eagle 
Cafeteria and Snack Bar, the Alumni 
Offices, Faculty Club, Student govern- 
ment and publications offices, the Uni- 
versity Book Store, the Ballroom, Ban- 
quet rooms, Recreation rooms, commu- 
ter’s lounge and lockers, writing lounge 
television lounge, reading lounge, mu- 
sic room, dark rooms for camera fans, 
‘and Union ‘staff offices. 


Under the auspices of the Student 
Program Council, the Union presents 


many entertainment features: Namely, 
free movies weekly, dancing lessons, 


bridge lessons, chess tournaments, ping 
pong tournaments, art exhibits, football 
listening parties, socials, copper enam- 
eling and ceramics, hi-fi parties, wood- 
working in the hobby shop, beauty pag- 
eants, dances, and a host of special 
events. All this is a rather imposing list 
of. activities that purport to entertain 
the student during the time that he is 
not in class. 


However, important as the entertain- 
ment aspect is, if the sole function of 
the Union is to entertain, the Union 
cannot be a vital, stimulating force on 
the campus, and it cannot fulfill its ob- 
ligation to be an integral part of the 
University’s educational program. The 
Auburn student of today is no longer 
the product of a monolithic society. He 
is of many backgrounds and many cul- 
tures. And, despite the strong current 
trend toward conformity, each one of 
these students is an individual—destined 
for one of. hundreds of different callings 
—and the University plays an increas-

ingly important role in the development 
of his individuality. It is important for 
us not only to train for specific voca- 
tions but also to turn out young men 
and young women who are sensitive to 
the highest accomplishments of the hu- 
man mind and spirit and dedicated to 
the concept of quality, good taste, and 
a moral order in our soiciety. A great 
deal of the responsiblity for the reali- 
zation of these aims belongs to the Un- 
ion. 

At the college level the specializa- 
tion of curriculum tends to separate 
students and to keep their interests nar- 
row. The engineering student or the 
business major, for example, can be- 
come so specialized in his interests that 
he is unaware of the rewards of. group 
activity or the satisfactions of cultural 
endeavor. The Union should be a place 
where a physics major and French ma- 
jor may work together on a festival of 
arts; where fraternity and non-frater- 
nity members may jointly plan and con- 
duct a faculty hospitality and discus- 
sion program; where an engineering stu- 
dent and an art student may debate the 
merits of the current political campaign, 
or simply get to know each other in 
listening to a concert. 


The Union, then, is more than just 
“the living room of the campus.” Its 
activities of lectures, concerts, and dis- 
cussions are an essential aspect of true 
intellectual growth. They provide op- 
portunities for the use of. growing skills, 
the exercise of developing judgement, 
and the application of expanding know- 
ledge. The tendency to separate activi- 
ties from intellectual and academic life 
of the student gives false emphasis to 
activities, and therefore becomes a ser- 
ious threat to true education. The Au- 
burn Union seeks to bridge this gap and 
become a cohesive force in bringing to- 
gether those elements on our campus 
that seek to communicate to our stu- 
dents the true sense of learning, the 
fellowship of scholars in student and 
faculty alike, and to give intellectual 
spark and zest to our campus. 


The Auburn Union, then, has a uni- 
que responsibility because of. its organi- 
zation and relationship to the total cam- 
pus. It must carry on programs and 
activities to meet present student needs 
and desires but at the same time it must 
strive to be ahead of the popular de- 
mand and institutional trends by ini- 
tiating new programs and giving em- 
phasis to the areas about to become sig- 
nificant. There is no other group on 
campus in a position to perform this 
function. The avant garde groups lack 
the status and the popular groups are 
too responsive to popular demand. The 
Union, in truth, is in the best position 
of all the campus groups to provide this 
positive leadership in the establishment 
of a high degree of cooperation between 
the various elements of our campus 
community and become the flux that 
welds the academic and the out-of-class 
life of the students into a truly edu- 
cational force.

Kappa Sigma claims fraternal rela- 
tionships dating back to the University 
of Bologna in the fifteenth century.

When the first American fellow- 
ship chapter was organized at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia in 1869, the concern 
was for fellowship among congenial 
Spirits in collegiate life. Today, there 
are 132 Kappa Sig chapters with more 
than 87,000 members,
